Adver- 
tising to be successful as a means of busi- 
ness, should not be spasmodic and intermit= 
tent, but continuous. Persere' red in, it al- 
ways yields reward, ‘There is no such 
word as fail to the persistent advertiser—= 
And he who expects results from single 
advertisement which has had buttwo or 
three insertions, and is then withdrawn, 18 
no more reasovable than a man would he 
to expect favorable results from taking his 
shutters down threo days: in» month, avd 
keeping the shutters closed.the remainder 
of the time, or than the man who shrouds 
his sign of business except on partioul ar 
days aud at long intervals of time.

Tho treaty with England was made on 
the 24th of October, on which morning 


Lont Elgin and Sir Hope Grant entered 
the city at the head of 600 men and 100 
Oftivers. We take another extract from the 
sane letter: 

“The board of ceremonies is abaat three 

miles and a half from thoeAn ting gate, 
anil it was past threeo'clock before the 
procesion nrrived there, Dense crowds 
surrounded the entrance and filled the 
streats and square in front and on every 
sidyof it. The guard formed on either 
side of the courtyard, where the dais on 
which the cereniony was to take p'ace 
opened, The officers ranged themselves 
on the left side of the dias, the place of 
honor, and on the right was assembled a 
number of Mandarins, At the back of the 
dias were two small chairs and tables, that 
on the loft for Lord Elgin, the one on the 
right for Prince Kung. Close to Lord 
Elgin’s chair was another for the comman- 
der in chief; and the other side at right 
angles, were ten small tables and chairs 
for the high officers of each nation; be- 
hind them again was another row for the 
accomodation of other officers, 

As Lord Elgin’s chair entered the gate 
the troops presented arms, and the bands 
played “ God save the Queen.” Lis chair 
was carried to the front of the dias, when 
Prince Kung advanced to receive him, ac+ 
companied by all the Mandarins, A cold 
bow from Lord Elgin and an anxious hesi- 
tating salutation fiom Prince Kung, and 
Lord Elgin passed at once to his seat and sat 


~——down, motioning Kung to take one on his 


rizht, which is considered the lowest, A 
table stood in the middle of the space, in 
front of which the boxes containing the 
convention and treaty were placed, 

Businoss was immediately commenced 
by Lord Elgin tolling Mr. Wade to hand 
the translation of his full powers to Kung,

‘The treaties were then exchanged, Kung 
sonling it with the great seal of the empire 
certitying under this seal and signature 
Unt the ratification of the treaty had been 
duly effected, and that affixing the great 
seal of the empire meant the Acceptance 
hy te Emperor of the conditions and res- 
ponsibilities contained in the treaty.

It is evident, therefore, t a great | 
deal has yet to be done in this direction, | 
In spite of the chemical knowledge which 
has been brought to bear on this subject in 
parte of England, some not far distant from 
London, the same methods are in use as| 
employed two centuries ago. 


Neverthe- 
less, steam is ninking considerable progress, 
too, in agricultural manufactures, bere and 
thore throughout the country. In the im- 
proveinont of varicties of crops much lins 
been done, but still more remains to be 
done. There seems to be here a boundless | 
field for culture. The grains and roots, as 
well as sheep and cattle, of recent years, 
are, many of them, enormous in size com- 
pared with those of past years, and there 
really would appear to be scarcely any 
limits in this as well as other directions 
connected with agriculture. We do be- 
lieve that vegetable and animal life can be 
enlarged or diminished almost to any ex- 
tent by patient and long-continued culture 
and selection—that sheep could be enlarg 
ed to the size of cattle on the one hand, or 
dwindled to the size of lapdogs on the other, 
by breeding and selection. [ow can the 
old“ onks and pines” of the Chinese and | 
Japanese, dwindled to a few inches in| 
height have been produced but by long- 
continued selection of the smallest trees 
and the small seeds, reiterated over and | 
ovor, till the dwindling process was accom- 
plished? And so with the enlargement | 
of (vegetable and animal produce; how 
the enormous swine and other animals of 
she modern farm have been produced by 
some such system of breeding and selec: 
tion? Here, we say, there is a vast field 
for improvement, even independent alto- 
gether of steam, though that will soon be 
making rapid and extensive strides in agri- 
culture as in other manufactures, and in 
commerce and social intercourse.— Builder. 
APPLES FOR MILCH COWS. 

(From the New England Farmer.) 

Mr. Epiror,—Being a constant reader 
of the Farmer, and somewhat interested in 
agriculture, although it is not my business, 
and knowing how much people are oppos- 
ed to feeding out apples, particularly to 
milcb cows, and of the amount of nutritious 
matter contained in them, I thought I 
would give my experience in the trial of 
them. I have a cow four years old last 
spring, that calved in February, and will 
calve again in March, which I have fed 
every day since apples were large enough, 
with from half a peck to a peck. She 
gives six and a half quarts of wilk per day. 
Now, if the apples would have dried her 
up, as some people say, she would not cer- 
tainly be giving that amount now, as my 
neighbors have cows equally as good as 
mine that do not give more Un one half 
the quantity. 


out ayples on the ground that cows will 
get choked by swallowing the apple whole. 
| have never known of an instance bappen- 
ing where the cow was tied up and 
the apples put before her ina box. If 
fed in the yard or field, they ara liable to 
be started quickly by another creature, and 
the apple thrown into the gullet, where, 
being too large to pass into the stomach, 
it sticks. I heard quite a good farmer re- 
mark that cattle are burt by eating too 
many at a time —they break into an orchard 
and cat beyond the capacity of the stomach 
to digest. Would it not be so if they ate 
green corn or any other kind of food to 
excess? In fact, every exvess in partaking 
of food produces injury, and if followed by 
symptoms of indigestion, I am satisfied 
that one halfa peck of apples given to a 
cow morning and evening, will increase the 
quantity and quality of the milk, and are 
equal to, if not better, than a_peck of car- 
rots, There are in 100 pounds of carrots, 
10 pounds of nutritious mattor, and 90 
pounds of water; in one hundred pounds 
of apples, 16 pounds of nutritious matter, 
and &4 pounds of water; in the sweet ap 
ple there would be double the quantity. 
Now, as the apples are plenty this season, 
and it is impos-ible for Day farmers to 
get barrels to put them into, let them give 
them to their stock, especially cows, and | 
they will find it is better to use them so | 
than make them into cider, or sell them at 
the present low prices. When we consider 
the little trouble in raising the apple com- 
pared to the carrot, and the preference the 
cattle give to the apple, its soft, pulpy na- 
ture compared with the hard carrot, being 
easier of digestion, and a more healthy 
article of food in proper quantities, I think 
we shall decide in favor of the apple, and 
use them more than we have done for the 
feeding of stock. Y,
